for the local volunteer fire 
department that did a wonderful 
job of containing the tire in the 
tower and balcony. If it had ever 
gotten out of there the whole 
church would have been lost. 

The fire, which kept fire- 
fighters on the scene until 
midnight, is estimated to have 
caused upwards of $60,000 
damage to the 52 year old 
structure. The building's brick 
exterior was relatively unscath- 
ed, but damage to the interior 
was extensive with most of It 
being concentrated in the sanc- 
tuary. 

Smoke and water damage to 
the sanctuary ceiling was heavy. 
The church's youth room and 
balcony were totally destroycd. 

Chief Stephan also praised 
tne firetighters. "If the public is 
nnt aware af the eamnetency of 
theirfiredepartment, they should 
be aware after last night. From 
what | have observed in 18 years 
of experience, this department 
has always shown a high degree 
of professionalism, and their 
performance fast night bears 
this out.”

[Editors Note: The following Is 
a report by City Manager Jerry 
Morford on past, present and 
future improvments to the City 
of Grayling, during the first six 
anda hail yeare vi tiw 1970-00 
decade. |} 

The first six and a half years 
at the 1970-86 dues 
a considerable growth in the 
physical assets of the City of 
Grayling. This growth is in jine 
with the City Administration's 
plan for continued expansion ot 
both facilities and services to 
the citizens of this community. 

The year of 1971 saw the 
construction completion and 
beginning use of the sewage 
Jagoon and the attendant re- 
moval of effluent from the 
AuSable River. The tmprove- 
ments were made at a cost of 
$425.000 and included the new 
lift station to the lagoon and the 
lagoon construction itself. This 
was alsa the year in which the 
property for the Industrial Park 
was purchased at a cost of 
343,000. A new cily garage wes 
constructed to replace the old 
Charles Street building which 
was destroyed by fire. This 
building cost $45,000. 

1972 was the year in which a 
major start was made on our 
street construction program. 
This year's effort included curbs 
and gutters. storm sewers and 
paving on aii or part of 
Peninsular. Norway. Maple Ot- 
tawa and lonia Streets. The 1972 
program cost was $151.000. 
July 1, 1972 saw the annexation 
of 34 square miles of area which 
brought with it approximately 
$2,000,000 in assessed value. 
Also an extension to the wate 
and sewer service to include the 
business area on the S 1-75 BL 
was constructed at a cosi of 
approximately $155.000 

In 1973 construction of the 

Industrial Park was completed. 
Water and sewer lines were laid 
ang the streets were paved in 
the area. The park received a 
B™ rating from the State of 
Michigan, which places it as 
one of the most desireable 
jocations. Construction cost 
was $155.000. Six tots have 
been sold for $3,000 and one at 
$13,000. It is hoped that future 
years will see all of the lots 
occupied and producing both 
tax revenues and empiuyment 
tor the area. 

Also in 1973 another larae 
step was taken on the street 
paving program inciuding the 
WORK Go Michigad Aveiiue aia 
State Street and the new State 
Street Bridge. These projects 
were completed at a cost of 
$175,000. 

tn 1974 construction of a 
$55,000, 5 bay fire station was 
completed aiong with drilling a 
Téw well to add an additionai 
source of water supply for 
$60,301. At the same time storm 
draing were instalied on North 
Down River Road, Lake Smith.

“Its also conservative politicians who 
favor increased defense programs, 
especially in their districts. It’s 
businessmen who want government 
contracts. It's bankers and transporters 
and retailers and manufacturers who 
want protection from competitors. It’s 
insurance campanies that lobby for 
bumper and air bag regulations that 
might tower their claim costs. It's 
catalyst suppliers who lobby for tough 
emission standards. 

“Its even, if you'll forgive me, car 
dealers who want state government to 
protect them from the factory or from 
new dealers in their territory.” 

Under the Ford thesis, government 
grows because those of us with a vested 
interest in some area ask government to 
help us solve our problems. At the bare 
pones. government grows to answer the 
selfish pleas of particular constitu- 
encies. And there's a lot of truth in this 
approach.

A bit more philosophic, perhaps, is 
the response supplied by California 
Gov. Jerry Brown in a recent interview. 
Brown, Of course, is touted as an 
attractive Democratic national property; 
his biographers remind us continually 
that Gov. Brown came out ahead of 
President Carter in the only two 
primaries where they were pitted 
head-to-head last year. 

But why does state spending soar, 
even in California, and even in spite of 
Gov. Brown's well-deserved reputation 
as a fiscal tight-wad? 

“The reason government is growing,” 
Gov. Brown told a recent interviewer, 
“is because the private support net- 
works—the family, neighborhood iife in 
our urban neighborhoods—are decaying 
rapidly. The government is becoming 
the family of last rasart " 

To quote now with the interview, 
which appeared in the Wall Street 
Journal: 

“With cradle to grave health care and 
early childhood education, complains 
Gov. Brown, the whole gamut of human 
experience is increasing being turned 
over to nrofessionals. and these profes- 
sionals, and these professionals ae 
increasingly being incorporated into the 
public sector.

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Gov, Brown, the interviewer reports, 
feels powerless to prevent this social 
disintergration...“there are certain 
needs that have to be taken care of.” 

Gov. Brown's response to the growth 
of government, in a nutshell, is the 
changing society has crealed voids 
where solutions used to be, and 
government is moving into those voids. 
The needs are real enough, under the 
Brown approach, but the former ave- 
nues of solving them are disappearing, 
and government therefore must step 
into the breach. 

The Ford thesis is more pragmatic 
and crass, and the Brown thesis is more 
Highminded and idealistic, but at the 
core, they are much alike. 

It boils down to this: Government 
grows because it becomes involved in 
problems the peopie want it to handle.
